Minor Informalities Noted 

In the Claims 

In claims 75 and 77: line 2, after "block", ~ assembly - should be inserted. 
In claim 77: bottom line, before "comprises", - assembly - should be inserted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-19, 21-24, 99-102, 104 and 105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 14: bottom line, "said lens assembly housing" has no antecedent basis. 

Claims 15-19 and 21-24, depending from claim 14, inherit the indefiniteness 
thereof. 

Claim 99 has the same problem as indicated in claim 75 in the previous Office 
action. Reference should be made to amended claim 75 presented on March 31 , 2006, 
for comparison. 

Claims 100-102, depending from claim 99, inherit the indefiniteness thereof. 
In claim 104: bottom line, before "comprises", "said optical block" has no 
antecedent basis.. 

In claim 105: line 3 from the bottom, "said optical block" has no antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 14, 99, 104 and 105 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

All claims depending from rejected claims 14 and 99 will be allowed when claims
